The Board of Equalization re­ 
ports show that business and per­ 
sonal services taxable transactions 
for the state showed a 5% gain in 
1961. Riverside County showed an 
increase in this categorv from 
$22.054.000 in I960 to $23.276.000 in 
1961, or a 5.25% increase 
Counly Shows Gain 
Taxable transactions of manu­ 
facturing. wholesaling, contracting 
and miscellaneous outlets for the 
entire state of California showed 
an increase in 1961 of only 0.29% 
Riverside County shows a 1960 to­ 
tal in this category of $58,790.000, 
an increase in 1961 to $60.164.000 
for a gain of 2.28%. 
The Board of Trade, working 
in cooperation with the Board of 
Equalization, will p r e p a r e and 
publish taxable retail sales for 
Riverside County cities for each 
quarter of 1962 as soon as such 
information is compiled In Sacra­ 
mento. The first quarter of 1962 
will be released in early Septem­ 
ber.

A Board of Trade analysis of 
the taxable sales figures shows 
that retail stores in the unincor­

in 1961. a gain of 3.93%. 
The Board of Trade, in prepar­ 
ing the taxable retail sales fig­ 
ures for the county and its cities, 
announced that this is the first 
time such information has been 
prepared for county-wide distribu­ 
tion. Compilations are now being 
orepared on building permits for 
the cities and county areas, plus 
a monthly business barometer to 
be published, showing pertinent in­ 
formation used to measure eco­ 
nomic growth.

Kennedy, Macmillan 
Ease Demands for 
On-Site Inspection 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Kennedy and Brit­ 
ish Prime Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan offered today a new 
first step’’ on banning nuclear 
tests which would drop insist­ 
ence on on-site inspection of 
testing in the atmosphere, un­ 
derwater and in outer space. 
The new proposals, therefore, 
would mean calling a halt to all 
tests except those conducted un­ 
derground. 
The American-British position 
was that it was necessary, how­ 
ever, to provide inspection of 
whether underground n u c 1 e ar 
tests were being conducted. 
The proposals were put today 
before the 17-nation Disarmament 
Conference in Geneva, by chief 
American negotiator Arthur H. 
Dan. 
First Soviet reaction was de­ 
scribed by Western conference 
sources as cool but still not re­ 
jecting outright the proposed Ang 
lo-American draft treaty 
Kennedy 
and Macmillan,

fact, put forth two proposals. 
They expressed a strong pref­ 
erence for an all-inclusive ban on 
nuclear testing in all environ­ 
ments—but with inspection pro­ 
visions.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Cuba’s 
big build-up of Soviet bloc mili­ 
tary technicians and equipment 
is being accompanied by daily 
charges that planes from the 
United States Naval

What the relationship between

Probes Bring Both Shame and Pride 


WASHINGTON — From o n e 
viewpoint an American might 
feel ashamed to have the world 
watching the simultaneous Sen­ 
ate investigations of George M. 
Humphrey and Billie Sol Estes 
—yet from another viewpoint an 
American might feel pride. 
Humphrey is a former Secre­ 
tary of Treasury who made a 
lot of money through stock own­ 
ership in the M. A. Hanna Com­ 
pany which sold nickel to the 
U.S. Government at huge profits 
during the Korean War rearma­ 
ment. 
Estes is a grain speculator who 
made — and lost — a lot of 
money by playing fast and loose 
with Government regulations in 
th e Agriculture 
Department, 
probably with the connivance of 
Federal officials. 
Both m en enriched themselves 
because the Government w a s 
trying to stockpile minerals and 
food, and because the contact 
between free enterprise produc­ 
ers and Government purchasers 
lend itself to profiteering. 
System Seems Wrong 
Humphrey seems to be well 
within his legal rights. Estes is 
under several indictments f o r 
fraud. Regardless of what hap­ 
pens to these men, t h e r e is 
something very wrong with a 
system which permits la r g e 
sums of money to move from 
the pockets of the taxpayers into 
the pockets of clever and greedy 
citizens. 
There is another phase of these 
investigations — the political 
phase. Humphrey is a Republi­ 
can. a top member of the Ad­ 
ministration that served under 
Dwight Eisenhower. It is always 
to the advantage of the Demo­ 
cratic party to make Republicans 
look had, and there’s no doubt 
that Democratic campaign ora­ 
tors will use the Humphrey case 
to malign Ike and the GOP. 
Estes seems to have taken his 
favors where he found them, re­ 
gardless of party, but he is rated 
as a Texas Democrat, and the 
Republicans are trying hard to 
tie these scandals to the Kennedy 
Administration and to individual 
Democrats. There is something 
wrong with this phase, too. be­ 
cause the conservative principles 
of the Republican party are not 
exemplified in Humphrey’s busi­ 
ness practices, and the liberal 
principles of the Democratic 
party are not exemplified in the 
manipulations of Estes. 
Integrity On Display 
There is no way that an Amer­ 
ican could avoid feeling shame 
f a foreign observer were to 
point out the faults of capitalism 
and of American politics as 
shown in these two Senate probes. 
Yes, but a lot of integrity is on 
display at these two hearings. 
My guess is that Senator Sym­ 
ington has often wished it hadn’t 
fallen to his lot to be Chairman 
of the Stockpile subcommittee. 
He is a former businessman 
himself, and he does not enjoy 
making Business look bad. Sit­ 
ting in judgment upon Eisenhow­ 
er and Humphrey, he is like a 
magistrate before whom t w o 


friends have been summoned for 
trial and upon whom he cannot 
escape passing sentence. 
On Monday of the week that 
Humphrey was scheduled to ap 
pear, the local newspaper car­ 
ried a story that Symington was 
going to the hospital for a her­ 
nia operation. The S e n a t o r 
could well hava ducked the Hum­ 
phrey hearing, but he didn’t. 
The two men came face to face 
across the table in the famous 
Caucus Room. Humphrey shaky 
and i r r i t a b l e . Symington. I 
thought, sorrowful but unbending 
as he threw the witness to the 
merciless questioning of the staff 
counsel and the unsympathetic 
Democrats of the subcommittee. 
Before the thing ended Syming­ 
ton was gaveling Humphrey into

Slatisticians are wailing.

Iran and Pakis­ 
tan are vital to U.S. security. This 
was in connection with the con­ 
templated reduction of m ilitary 
assistance programs. 
Three of the countries m en­ 
tioned are included in the Vice 
President's itinerary and are the 
main objectives of his visit. Of 
the five countries to be visited 
three have communist borders 
to watch. 
Iran Exposed 
Iran with its long northern fron­ 
tier with Russia is the most ex­ 
posed and the least defended. As 
an underdeveloped country, fac­ 
ing almost unsurmountable eco­ 
nomic problems with expensive 
defense programs permitting no 
relaxation. Iran is not going to 
be an easy task for Lyndm 
Johnson to explain why the $30 
million Iran received last year 
from the U.S. in defense support 
aid, will no more be forthcom­ 
ing. 
Instead the clearly defined U.S. 
development a id 
m u s t be 
matched by local economic proj­ 
ects which have been very slow in 
coming because of the need for 
reforming a feudalistic economv 
and a disproportionately h i g h 
budget for defense against sub­ 
version. 
Greece Major Problem 
Turkey and Iran are members 
of CENTO alliance and Greece. 
Turkey and Italy are members 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Al­ 
liance. with little or no say in 
our nuclear deterrent strategy. 
Turkey's political situation since 
the takeover by a junta, has been 
less than stable and when Ameri­ 
can defense support, currently 
about $38 million per year, ter­ 
minates then the economic reac­ 


tion will reduce Turkey's effec­ 
tiveness as an important western 
bulwark against Soviet penetra­ 
tion of the vital Middle East. 
Greece is another major prob­ 
lem because America has re­ 
duced defense aid and because 
of the Greeks' strong anti-Yugo­ 
slav sentiments The cut of aid 
will be particularly ill-received 
when just across the border com­ 
munist Yugoslavs reap a verita­ 
ble harvest of American aid. 
Soon, Tito will be a guest in the 
Red House and return with Rus­ 
sian promises of economic aid. 
making the 'pill' even more bit­ 
ter to swallow. 
Cyprus A Showcase 
Greece. Turkey and Iran are 
part of our defense program to 
‘coma n the Soviet Union and 
second thoughts may be had 
when Johnson repons upon his 
return. Our V P. will also visit 
Cyprus with its enchanting and 
romantic beauty, to see how 
Greeks and Turks live in peace 
after years of strife and killing 
each other. 
Lebanon, the remaining Middle 
East port of call for our travel­ 
ling Vice President has no com­ 
mon borders with Russia I ik a 
Iran, is no important military 
power like Turkey, does not be­ 
long to any military alliance but 
Lebanon has consistently b e e n 
America’s only Arab friend in 
the Middle East, its Christian 
majority rendering that s m a l l 
country vulnerable to Nasser-in­ 
spired nationalism. 
Winding up his two-week mis­ 
sion for peace and understand­ 
ing. the Vice President and his 
Lady Bird will stop over in Rom# 
for two days to discuss Italian- 
American cooperation in I h • 
launching of weather observation 
vehicles in space and a telephone 
relay project similar to Telstar. 
Then back home, when the V.P. 
will report on the problems, the 
expectations, the hopes and fears 
of the countries visited. Perhaps 
there will be aiother pleasant 
episode such as the Camel Driver 
from India, adding the human 
touch to a world tense under the 
impace of inhuman drives for 
conquest.
